To 
which be instant i,v answered that 
from tbe beginning he had tried to 
keep In mind one maxim — to give 
his undivided attention to every

in telling the Chicago Daily 

how ho earned his lirst dollar. "He 
believed a boy would never amount 
to anything unless thrown upon his 
own resources. He gave me 'an 
education at Yale and in the pro- 
fession of law, ami as soon as I had 
finished my studies he lolii me thai 
I should never receive a not her dollai 
from tiim as long as he lived.

A story is told how Switchman 
Sweeney once defied two regiments 
of soldiers because he knew what 
his duty was and they did not It 
was in April, 1862, during war 
times.
